Columbus, Feb. 21.—Great lack 


of uniformity exists in various coun- 
ties of Ohio on the question of ex- 
empting 
from 
taxation 
property 


used for charitable purposes, 
says 


the state tax commission's annual re- 
port presented to Governor Willis 
today. 
Using United States census 


bureau figures as a basis, the com- 
mission estimates the value of ex- 
empted property in 1915 at $590,- 
668,000 but comments that "un- 
questionably the actual amount was 
enormously greater." 
The 
reason 


lies in the fact that the legislature 
never has passed laws in conform- 
ity with the 1912 constitutional 
amendment relating to exemptions, 
the commission's report declares. 


Recommendation is made that to 


solve the problem of securing a list- 
Ing of all intangible property, 
the 


law forbidding taxing officials 
to 


examine records of banks and build- 
inir and loan associations, which are 
subject to state or federal inspec- 
tion, should be 
amended. 
Many 


millions of dollars 
of 
bank 
and 


building and loan deposits subject 


to taxation are not returned by de- 
positors, the commission reports.

closing conditions in Mexico which

Carranza. 


Defense of the national capital in 


case of invasion or threatened inva- 
sion by a foreign enemy is contemp- 
lated in a bill prepared for introduc- 
tion in the house today by Represen- 
tative Mudd, 
Maryland,

post road, to be known as the na- 
tional defense highway, which would 
link Annapolis with 
Washington. 


Two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars would be appropriated conting- 
ent upon the expenditure of a like 
sum by the state of Maryland.

Tree Bark Glue Brush. 


An excellent glue brush for the cabi- 


netmaker or carpenter can be made 
from a piece of elm tree bark, which 
may usually be found In the yard of 
a furniture factory, wagon shop or 
any hardwood lumber yard. With a 
sharp knife whittle away the brittle 
outer bark down to the white fiber 
cc inner side of the bark of which the 
brush is to be made. Cut a piece ol 
this to the length and width required 
for the brush. Soak one end of this 
piece in hot water for a few minutes 
Lay the water soaked end on a bare 
substance, .such as a piece of iron or 
hard wood, and beat it out with a 
hammer, dipping it in the water oc 
casioually to keep it thoroughly wet 
The beating will cause the tough fibers 
of the bark to separate at the end 
these forming an excellent 
and inex 


pensive brush which never sheds hairs 
and lasts longer than the cheap brush 
commonly sold at the stores.—Popular 
Science.

Painting Hooks and Eyes. 


There are mauy methods of mechanl- 


inl painting, and some of the most ex- 
traordinary are described by Arthur 
Seymour Jennings in his book, "Paint- 
ing by Immersion and by Compressed 
Air." 
One method, for such articles 


as hooks and eyes, eyelets and very 
small iron parts generally which can- 
not be successfully dipped or sprayed, 
is known as "tnmblini;." The articles 
are placed iu a machine something 
like a churn, together with a number 
of steel balls, usually of very small 
diameter, and n given quantity of 
japan. The churn is then closed down 
and given a dozen or so rapid turns, 
during which Hie steel balls carry the 
japan to every part of the articles. 
The contents of the churn are then 
dumped out on to wire trays. These 
being agitated, the steel balls fall 
through the meshes, leaving the patut- 
ed iron parts behind.

It is hinted that more arrests 
may result if it is found that Lin- 
coln was wilfully aided to make his 
escape or given shelter by persons 
who knew that he was a 
fugitive 


from justice. 


Nothing definite has been discov- 


ered by the authorities to identify 
Lincoln with any of the unlawful ac- 
tivities of foreign agents 
in 
this 


country, it was said today. 
He is 


in a Brooklyn jail today awaiting 
a decision by the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals on the question 
whether he shall be extradited 
to 


England to answer to the charge of 
forgery upon which he was arrested. 
Lincoln contends that if he is sent 
back to England he will be executed 
as a spy. 
It was learned today that Lincoln 


spent a portion of his month's lib- 
erty on a farm in Redbank, N. J., as 
a boarder seeking health in the coun- 
try. 


He became involved in a dispute 


with the tarmer and lett hurriedly 
tor this city. The farmer's etfort to 
recover damages for an automobile 
for which he held Lincoln responsi- 
ble, disclosed the fugitive's identity, 
giving a clew to 
his wnereabouts 


which was followed up by agents of

Varied Career Inctaded War Cow*. 


MMHideuce and Manager of Cele- 


brated Actors. 


Suffering from a nervous break- 


down brought on by overwork while 
business manager and press repre- 
sentative for Dillingham, theatrical 
producer, Harry Selby Fulton, eld- 
er son of W. N. Fulton and Belle 
Selby Fulton, both deceased, died at 
Mt. Carmel hospital 
in Columbus, 


Monday morning at 3 o'clock. 


Death came after an illness of two 


years of a nervous affection, and he 
was 
unconscious 
for 
twenty-four 


hours, Mrs. Jane Buell, his sister, 
being with him at the time of his 
death. Mr. Fulton accompanied Mr. 
James K. Hamill and 
family 
to 


Naples, Fla., hoping to benefit his 
failing health, but his condition be- 
came worse and Mr. Hamill accom- 
panied him back to Mt. Carmel hos- 
pital several weeks ago. 


Prominent in the newspaper and 


theatrical circles of the large cit- 
ies of the United States, Mr. Fulton's 
work was fraught with the greatest 
interest and afforded a varying ex- 
perience. 


He was born February 1, 1866, at 


Homer, Licking county, and was edu- 
cated at a boys' school at Olivet, 
Mich. 
He later attended Denison 


university and 
entered upon 
his 


newspaper career as an employe of 
the Advocate, with Mr. J. H. New- 
ton, as editor. In the early eighties 
he was city editor of the Advocate, 
leaving Newark to take a position 
with a paper at Knorville, Tenn. 


From Knoxville he went to Chica- 


go and was connected with the Chi- 
cago Mail, Carter Harrison's paper. 
The latter was shot and died from 
the gun wounds, Mr. Fulton being 
with him at the time of his death. 
Following this Willis Abbot, editor- 
m-chief of the Mail, left for New 
York City and took Mr. Fulton with 
him. 
where he organized the New 


York Journal. Mr. Fulton was em- 
ployed on the editorial staff of this 
paper when the Spanish war was de- 
clared, he went to Cuba on the Jour- 
nal newspaper dispatch boat, in com- 
pany with such prominent newspaper 
men as James Creelman and Julian 
Ralph. It was their boat that took 
Consul Fitzhugh Lee away from the 
island when the diplomatic relations 
v/ith Spain were severed. 


At the conclusion of the war Mr. 


Fulton gave up newspaper work to 
enter that of theatricals. 
He was 


associated with some of the largest 
producers in the country, Nixon and 
Zimmerman, Schuberts and Dilling- 
1'am. Known over the entire country 
he made countless tiips from coast t 
coatit aud was manager of tiie Amer 
ican tour of Sarah Bernhardt 
H 


abo managed tor 
Lilhau 
Russell 


and was associated wuh Montgomer 
and Stone from their start, as theat 
rical stars. 
At one time Kirk La 


Shelle, who later became famous a 
a theatrical manager, managed th 
music hall 
in 
Newark, 
and 
Mi 


Fulton having assisted him 
while 


here, retained his friendship through 
the succeeding \ears and was witl 
him m a number of his big busines: 
ventuies. 
It was while 
acting as 


ou-mess manager and press repre 
sentative for Montgomery and Stone 
and Elsie Janis that Mr. Fulton ov- 
erworked himself, bringing on the 
illness which resulted in his death 


Spending much of his time in New 


York and Chicago Mr. Fulton was a 
member of

Athletic 


Club and of the Friars of New York 
City. 


He is survived by five sisters, Mrs
